Transport Authority” ha \ e the meanings lespectivelv assigned 
to Ihem bv the Motor Vehicles Act, 191 59 

(d) “Schedule” means the Schedule appended to thesi Rules 

3 "Where un;y road transport seruee is taken owi lj\ i t'oiporution, the 
owner of the service shall make an application for the payment of compen- 
sation to the Secretary, Provincial Transport Authoritv, through the Secretary, 
Regional Transport Authority, which application shall he accompanied by a 
statement in the form prescribed bv the Schedule 

4. On receipt of an application undei rule •'!, tin Seerehn , Provincial 
Transport Authority, shall after holding such inquiry as he deems fit determine 
the compensation in accordance with the following scale, namely — 

(1) Rr. 1,000 for every vehicle covered In the permit if the unexpired 

period thereof counted from the date of the cancellation of the 
permit exceeds 24 months 

(2) Rs 700 for every vehicle eovued b\ the permit, if die uncxpired 

period thoreof counted from the date of the cancellation of the 
permit is 24 months or legs but exceeds 12 months 
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(8) Rs. 400 for every vehicle covered by the permit, if the unexpired 
period thereof counted from the date of cancellation of the 
permit is 12 months or less but exceeds 6 months 

(4) Rs. 200 for every vehicle covered by the permit, if the unexpired* 
period thereof counted from the date of the cancellation of the 
permit is 6 months or Ipbs.
